The friends of National Chairman 
Charles R. Jones of Chicago were bent 
on trying to offset the insurgent move- 
ment to defeat him.

HE City Board of Freeholders 
had as its guests last night at its 
session in the Council ehamber a 
considerable number of delegates to 
the National Municipal League. 
The programme previously mapped 


only a few" phases of the proposed 
charter were discussed. Further con- 
sideration will be given the subjects 
in today’s session of the National 
Municipal League. 

About the most wide-awake feature 
of the session was the presentation by 
Prof. R. B. Childs, secretary of the 
National Short Ballot Association, of 
ideas for an advunced system of the 
commission form of government that 


the placing of executive officers on an 
elective list. He proposed that in- 
stead of such a system there should 
be adopted a plan whereby a com- 
mission of fifteen persons, elected 
— of the system of proportional 
rep tation, and placed on nomi- 
nal sdlaries, should really act as a 
directing board, but that the execu- 
tive heads of all departments should 
be hired experts, to hold their po- 
sitions indefinitely.

LEAVES DAUGHTERS FORTUNE. 


Noted Confederate General Dies in 
Bakimorc—Part of Estate Comes te 
Pasadena Woman. 

‘RY DIMBCT WIRE TO THE TIME.) 
BALTIMORE, July 11.-—[{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] The will of Gen. John 
Gill, a noted Confederate veteran, and 
father of Mrs. Lloyd Richardson Macy 
of Pasadena, Cal., who died on July 
2, was filed for probate today. To 
his widow he left his magnificent 
home in this city with all carriages 
and autos. Half of the rest of his 


weal estate is left to be divided 


among his three daughters and at 
their death is to go to their husbands 
er ehildren. This means a consider- 
able fortune for each of the daugh- 
ters. 

The will was dated December 11. 
1897. In a codicil dated April 26, 
1906, the testator directs his executor 
to charge the share left in trust to 
his daughter, Mary Esther, who lives 
in Pasadena, with $11,000, that 
amount having been advanced toward 
the purchase of a home im that city. 

Gen. Gill was one of the wealthiest 
men in Maryland. He distinguished 
himself by many brave exploits in 
the Confederate army. During the 
first campaign of William Jennings 
Bryan he bolted the party and was 
working for McKinley, after fighting 
for Bryan's nomination at the 1896 
convention in Chicago, to which he 
was a delegate-at-large from Marv- 
land.

Aqueduct Board Paces Him 
in Endless Circle. 


Hour Spent on One Piece of 
Pipe Exhibited. 


Engineer Protests Against 
Faked-up “Reports.” 


— 


Chief Engineer Mulholland, the 
man who builds $25,000,000 aque- 
ducts, appeared again before the 
Aqueduct Investigating Board yester- 
day and for two hours answered a 
steady stream of questions framed by 
Edward Tuttle. 

After it was all over neither the 
chief engineer nor any one else who 
attended the session was able to say 
just what it was all About, or just 
what had been accomplished. 

One of the chief attacks of the 
day was made on the exhibit which 
the aqueduct department has caused 
to be placed in Central Park, show- 
ing a concrete section and a steel 
easing such ee is used in the aque- 
duct work. The exhibit is arranged 
for the instruction and information 
of the delegates to the National Mu- 
nicipal League, but the procedure led 
Tuttle to inquire if there might not 
be an “ulterior motive” behind the 
display: whether Monolith or Port- 
lend cement’ had been used in its 
preparation. and what the purpose of 
it is, anywev? 

“ULTERIOR MOTIVE?” 

Mulholland explained that the ex- 
hibit is intended only to show the 
form and style of construction, al- 
though the cement is the same as 
that used in the actual work. He 
called attention to the fact that sev- 
eral other city departments had been 
invited to exhibit during the conven- 
tion, and asked to be told what “ul- 
terior motive“ could be placed upon 
the incident. 

The effort to qualify a section of an 
educational exhibit as a horrible ex- 
ample proved a little burdensome, 
and the matter was dropped after the 
chief engineer had offered to use his 
good offices to secure the removal of 
the exhibit if it offended the mem- 
bers of the board. : 

The inquisition then manifested 
interest in the flow of the Owens 
River at the point of intake. Tui 
flow, the witness said, is about 800 
second feet, which is the aqueduct 
capacity called for, but.“ he added, 
“I know that it would carry 
second feet.”

MPERIALISM. 

“Imperialism,” against which Bryan 
made his campaign twelve years ago, has, 
after years of “innocuous desuetude,” again 
stalked to the front in the Baltimore plat 
form. In that proclamation of Democratic 
faith the faith purveyors say: 

“We reaffirm the position thrice an- 
nounced by the Democracy in national 

convention assembled against a policy 

of imperialism and colonial exploitation 
in the Philippines or elsewhere. We con- 
demn the experiment in imperialism as 
an inexcusable blunder which has in- 
volved us in enormous expense, brought 
us weakness instead of strength, and laid 
our nation open to the charge of aban- 
donment of the fundamental doctrine 

of self-government. We favor an im- 

mediate declaration of the nation’s pur- 

pose to recognize the independence of 
the Philippine Islands as soon as a sta- 
ble government can be established.” 

It will be remembered that for the ac- 
quisition of the Philippines the nation is 
more indebted to William Jennings Bryan 
than to any other one man in the country. 
The treaty of Paris, by which the Philip 
pines were acquired, hung fire in the Sen- 
ate. A two-thirds vote was required to 
ratify it. The Republicans had only a ma- 
jority, and the Democrats were solidly 
against it. Then Col. Bryan came to the 
rescue. With gold eagles upon his shoul- 
ders, undimmed by the dampness of the 
Florida swamps, where he had marched his 
command against Spain, and with his bright 
sword that was guiltless of Latin gore 
belted about him, he clanked like a brass 
foundry on a jamboree into the lobby of 
the United States Senate and coaxed and 
menaced nineteen Democratic Senators 
into abandoning their previous attitude 
and voting for the ratification of the treaty. 
Then, with a whoop hurrah, he ascended 
the stump and denounced in forty States 
the treaty for whose existence he was re- 
sponsible. 

His cry then, as now, was “imperialism,” 
and then, as now, he demanded that the 
United States should drop “the white man's 
burden” which it had—with his help—un- 
wisely assumed, and fire out of the Union 
the Orient isles it had received, partly as 
a spoil of war and partly for the $20,000,000 
paid Spain. 

During the last Presidential campaign 
we heard little or nothing about impe 
rialism. But now the tomb wherein 
we hoped and believed this scarecrow 
of politics was forever quietly inurned 
has, with the help of the crowbar of Democ- 
racy, “oped its ponderous and marble 
jaws” and cast imperialism up again, and 
the old and mildewed straw will have to be 
rethreshed on every stump from Bangor to 
San Diego. 

The Democratic resolution favors “an 
immediate declaration of the nation’s pur- 
pose to recognize the independence of the 
Philippines.” But suppose—as is altogether 
probable—the people of the Philippines 
have no independence to be recognized and 
refuse to organize any independence to be 
recognized? The people of those islands, 
outside of the bolo men of the jungles, are 
quite satisfied to remain citizens of the 
United States. The merchants, and capt- 
talists, and property owners of Manila are 
contented, loyal and law-abiding citizens of 
our republic. The sugar and tobacco and

The Czar Ferdinand is distinctly a rising 
man. Of all the kingly occupants of totter- 
ing thrones he is the only one whose posi- 
tion has improved and materially strength- 
ened during the last decade. While Turkey, 
Persia, China and Portugal have each over- 
thrown their respective monarchs, Bulgaria 
has but added to Ferdinand’s aggranfize- 
ment and from a mere reigning prince he 
succeeded in converting himself into a fully 
fledged Czar by public acclamation. Ferdi- 
nand is clever, ambitious and with an ever- 
growing power. He aims to consolidate the 
whole of the Balkan States under Bulgarian 
rule, to assimilate Roumania, Servia and 
Montenegro and make of them one empire 
under the Czar Ferdinand. And what is 
more, his ambitions do not by any means 
appear to be beyond realization. 


In the meantime he is a good man to 


keep in with. Ferdinand is worth cultivat- 
ing. Contemporary William is one of the 
first to appreciate this and recently enter- 
tained the Bulgarian monarch with much 
pomp and circumstance at Berlin. Then 
there are disconcerting rumors that an al- 
liance with William's only daughter and 
Ferdinand's eldest son is contemplated— 
Vietoria Louise, the future Czarina of the 
extended Bulgarian Empire. 

So England squirms and France shrugs 
ber sheulders, Russia looks on with cold 
disdain, and the partners of the Triple Al- 
liance, Austria and Italy, try to feel pleased 
with their dominating partner’s smart move, 
albeit they have misgivings for themselves!

Dr. F W. Forbes Ross of London says 
he is convinced that the cure for cancer,

“What I claim to have discovered is that 
cancer is nothing more nor less than an 
exhaustion of a natural quality in a body 
possessed by epithelial cells consequent 
upon diminution in the body of potassium 
gaits. In the recent libel action here Dr. 
Gould, a great authority on cancer, said 
that cancer was sometimes cured by the 
natural forces of the body. I think that in 
potassium salts we have the key to the 


problem. 

“I belleve that the enormous increase in 
the death rate from cancer has kept pace 
with the improvements in the preparation 
of flour. The cortex, or rind, of wheat has 
been removed by the American process of 
milling, and people are fed regularly with 
depotashed bread because the cortex con- 
tains a lot of phosphate of potassium and 
lime. Vegetables are composed largely of 
potassium salts, which unfortunately are 
thrown away in the water in which they 
are boiled. And this is so with rice. Na- 
tions which have adopted the Avilized 
method of cooking and throwing away the 
water have developed cancer.

PLUM SOUGHT. 


That efforts to displace Thomas Mc- 
Aleer as deputy County Clerk in 
charge of registration have been made 
‘within the past few months, was ad- 
mitted by County Clerk Lelande yes- 
terday. But there is to be no change 
in that department, Lelande said. 

For the last week a story has been 
persistently circulated at the Court- 
house and the City Hall that an agree- 
ment has been reached between a ma- 


the County Clerk, under which the 
registration bureau is to be placed 
under a man to be selected by the 
Board of Supervisors. Under the pres- 
ent laws all registration work is made 
part of the County Clerk’s duties — 
Los Angeles and he has placed this 
important department of his office 
under McAleer, a veteran at the work. 
Under McAleer are all the clerks em- 
ployed in the bureau. 

That attempts to take the bureau 
out of McAleer’s hands were made 
by persons in the Johnson-lissner 
organization was known as long ago 
as the Presidential primary, but they 
failed. The Board of Bupervisors, 
however, took the precincting of the 
county into ite own hands and also 
the appointment of the election offi- 
1 as the law directed, and placed 
the supervision of that work under 
a selection of its own.
